Do you think that the inquest 
regulations in Alberta should 
be overhauled and tightened 
up? 

In view of the public interest 
aroused by recent fatalities in 
the city and district and with 
the public mind somewhat up- 
set by a great deal of street 
talk, there is, rightly or wrong- 
ly, a feeling that the authorities 
are not stringent enough in in- | 
vestigating all deaths by vio- 
lence. | 

At present all traffic fatalities | 
must be probed by regular 
inquests in all other cases of 
violent death, it is left to the 
discretion of the coroner as to | 
whether or not there should be 
an inquest. 

The Bulletin’s Inquiring Re- 
porter found a decided feeling 
favoring inquest in all cases of 
violent deaths. 


MAX WEINLOS, 101 street outfit-| 
ter: “We should have a rigid in- 
vestigation in all cases of violent 
death. Too many dead bodies! 
have been found lately around 
here and no inquest has been or- 
dered.
